No. ADM/ IN D /SA .l.R(iii) .—I, Nakul Sen, Ad- 
ministrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, do hereby make 
the following rules further to amend the Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli State Aid to Industries Rules, 1966, namely : — 

1. These rules may be called the Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli State Aid to Industries (Third Amendment) Rules, 
1968. 

2. In the Dadra and Nagar Haveli State Aid to Indus- 
tries Rules, 1966, for the existing Rule 5, the following 
new rule No. 5 shall be substituted , namely : — 

5 (i) The Administrator, shall appoint a Board called 
"The State Aid to Industries Advisory Board” consisting 
of the following members for the scrutiny of and to ad- 
vise the Administrator on the applications for State 
Aid : — 

( 1 ) The Block Development Officer, Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli, Silvassa. 

(2) The Chief Forest Officer, Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli, Silvassa. 

( 3 ) The Secretary to the Administrator, Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli, Silvassa. 

(4) The Industries Officer, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, 
Silvassa. 

(5) Three non-official members of whom one shall 
be a representative nominated by Danudyog 
Sahakari Sangh Ltd., Silvassa. 
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di) Hi:? Secretary to the Administrator, Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli shall be the Ex-Officio Chairman of the 
Board, and the Industries Officer, Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
shall be Ihe Ex -Officio v Secretary of the Board, 

(lii) The Board shall have power to co<jpt. for consul- 
tation on any particular question before it, not more than 
2 persons specially qualified to advise on the matter in 
question or having special knowledge of local conditions 
in the area where the industry in question is situated. Any 
person so co-optecl by (he Board shall not have the light 
to vote. 

Provided that any person so co-opted shall cease to 
function on that board as soon as the consultation on 
the particular question in connection with which he was 
co-opted has been held. 

(iv) The term of office of the Board shall be such as 
may be fixed by the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli. 

(v) The quotum necessary for a meeting of the Board 
for transaction of any business shall be five exclusive of 
co-opted membei s. 

(vi) The Board may from time (o time elect for such 
period as it thinks fit one of its members to be the vice- 
Chairman. 

(vii) The Administrator may remove by an order in 
writing the \ icc-Chairman or anv member of the Board 
if he : — 

(a) without excuse, sufficient in the opinion of the 
Administrator, is absent without the consent of 
the Board for more than four consecutive meet- 
ings, or 

(b) reiuses to act or hccomes incapable of acting as 
Vice-Chairman or a member of the Board, or 

(c) is declared insolvent, or 

(d) is convicted of any such offence as, in the 
opinion of the Administrator, implies a defect of 
rhrudcler which renders him unfit and unsuitable 
to continue as Vice-Chairman or member of the 
Board :■ — 

Provided that before removing the Vice-Chairman or 
any member of the Hoard, such Vice-Chairman or the 
member as the case may be shall be informed in wiitmg 
ol the reasons toi which he is proposed to be removed 
and he shall aho be given an opportunity of making any 
representation v hich he may wish to make against the 
proposed removal 

(viii) When the place ot any membei ot the Board be- 
comes vacant bv his removal, resignation or death, a new 
member shall be appointed by the Administrator. 

(ix) The members of the Board and the members ot 
the Committee appointed by resolution of the Board shall 
be paid such travelling and daily allowances as may be 
prescribed by the Admmistiator for attending meetings of 
the Board 

(x) The Chairman or in his absence the Vice Chairman 
shall preside over eveiy meeting of the Board and shall 
have a second or casting vote in all cases of equality of 
votes. In the absence ot both the Chairman and the 
Vice-Chairman, the members present at the meeting may 
elect one of the membei s to preside. 

(\i) Nu member ot the Board shall vote on any ques- 
tion coming before the Board for consideration in which 
f otherwise than in its general application to all persons 
and pro pc l ion wuhin the territory) he has a pecuniary 
interest 


Explanation : — In case of any question arising as to 
whether a member has or has not a pecuniary interest, the 
decision of the Chairman shall be final. 

(xii)(A) The Board may make regulations consistent 
with these rules for the carrying out of all or any of its 
purposes. 

(B) In particular and without prejudice to the gene- 
rality of the foregoing power, the Board may make regu- 
lations for regulating or determining all or any of the 
following matters, namely : — 

(a) the time and place of its meetings. 

( b ) the manner in which the notice of meetings shall 
be given. 

(c) the conduct of proceedings at meetings; 

(d) the division of duties among the members of the 
Board; and 

(c) tho appointment, duties and procedure of special 
committees consisting wholly of members of the 
Board or partly of such members and partly of 
other persons. 

(xiti) (a) If at any time, it appears to the Administrator 
that the Board is not properly performing the duties im- 
posed upon it by or under these rules, the Administrator 
may, after considering any explanations offered by the 
Board, by an order in writing, specifying the reasons for 
so doing, dissolve the Board. 

(b) From the date of an order under sub-rule (a) until 
a new r Board is constituted all powers and duties of the 
Board shall be exercised and performed by such persons 
and in such manner as the Administrator may direct. 

(xiv) Jt shall be the duty of the Board : 

(a) to hold such inquiry as it deems necessary and to 
report its recommendations to the appropriate officers com- 
petent to sanction loan under Rule 10 upon applications 
for State Aid received within the proscribed date. 

( b ) to advise the Administrator on any other matter 
which mav be referred to it.
